About this burial place a wrought iron 
fence has been erected and aside from a 
few regairs is in a fair state of protection 
to the last resting places of these loved

ones. 

Since the interments have been made 
here the small saplings of trees which 
then stood as young sentinels o’er the 
last home of many loved ones have grown 
into darge trees, whose friendly branches 
outstretch their numerous limbs o’er the 
foe and friend alike. 

While the plat lays gently sloping to 
the southeast toward the waters in the 
bay, in several spots there are deep in- 
dentures of the soil, caused by the re- 
moval of the last remains of some loved 
one for a final resting place nearer to 
dear ones thus left alone. 

As we ran our eye o’er the sad scene 
we could see that wpon each tombstone 
were withered wreaths of evergreen, 
placed there by loving hands who in war 
were fearless foes, but now in peace 
devoted friends.

The sunken spots ought to be filled 
up and some of the trees cut down, espe- 
cially those that have grown over the 
last resting place of the dead. A 
care each year would greatiy 
the appearance of this lonely spot, 
of which could be done at a very 
sonable cost. 

The commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic post at Sandusky would 
undoubtedly see that the work was done 
if he only had the necessary funds to 
pay for the same, A hundred dollars 
would be enough to place the same in 
good cendition for several years to 
come.

I[t ls a won- 
derful fact that the Jews as we Know 
them took an active and prominent part 
in the establishing of the government of 
the United States, furnishing money 
and men, and it is, 1 belleve, the ly in- 
stance on record where they have giv- 
en such assistance. 

Mhe ‘first resolution passed in this 
country In 176 looking to separation 
from the old country was signed by the 
following prominent Jews in Philadel- 
phia: Benjamin Samson and Iierman 
Levy, Michael and Bernard Gratz, Jo- 
seph Jacobs, David Franks, Mathias Bush 
and Moses Modecal. One of the first corps 
raised to fight Great Britain was raised 
in South Carolina and was composed al- 
most exclusively of Jews and it won 
distinguished honor under General~>Moul- 
trie.

Isaac Moses, of Phil- 
adelphia, contributed $15,000 to Pennsyl- 
vania and Herman Levy advanced large 
sums to keep the patriot forces in the 
field. Manuel Mordecal Noah, of South 
Carolina, was on Washington’s staff and 
gave $100,000 of his private fortune to 
the American cause. 

Judah Touro, of New Orleans, contrib- 
uted largely to the success of Genera! 
Jackson at the battle of New Orleans 
and gave $10,000 to thre QGunker Hill 
monument. Major Benjamin Nones, a 
Jew, Was on the staff of Genera 
ington and Lafayette. There were many 
other Jews who distinguished them- 
selves in the revolutionary army and 
scores of Jews played a prominent part 
in the war with Mexico and in the great 
e{vil war. Commodore Levy, of the 
American navy, was a Jew, and he was 
a distinguished officer and at one time 
bought the home of Jefferson and offered 
it as a gift to the United States. I be- 
lieve a nephew of his is now in congress 
from New York.

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General Leonard Wood, in His Unlform as a 
Major General of Volnnteers. 
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General Wood’s Boyhood Home at Pocasset, Mass. 


Wood and two or three members of the 
staff would sit down to dinner with a 
table full of black men, with whom he 
would directly be on the best possible 
terms. In his official conferences, Gen- 
eral Wood communicates almost wholly 
through an interpreter, but for friendly 
eonversation he can get along thoroughly 
well in Spanish. Indeed, he has surprised 
more than one Cuban by his -understan- 
ing of the language. replying to remarks 
that were not intended for his ears. Not 
long ago, while the agitating papers were 
at their worst, he was spending a day 
shooting guinea fowl back in the jungle. 
While he was resting a number of na- 
tives gathered around, not knowing that 
he was the governor of the province, 
and after some general conversation he 
asked them what they thought of the 
publications in the revolutionary papers.

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THE NEW CENTURY. 

When do we enter the twentieth cen- 
tury? In 1990 or 19017 The dispute is not a 
new one. Similar questions were raised in 
1799, in 1699, and even as far back as 15% 
A learned German of two centuries ago 
made this the subject of a learned dis- 
quisition, which gave rise to quite a 
literature, pro and contra. And in_ 1500, 
Paris witnessed a comedy with the title: 
“Mon dieu. en quel siecle vivons nous?” 
And yet, says Camille Flammarion, the 
famous French astronomer, the answer to 
the question is simple enough. Ten is the 
sum of ten units, and the number ten is 
one of them. There was no year 0 in the 
Christian era. The first year of this era 
was the vear 1. Therefore the twentieth 
century begins in the year 1901, and not 
in 1909. 

The first year after the birth of Christ 
passed without special notice. As much 
may be said about the second, third and 
fourth. kn fact. more than five centuries 
had flown before the people realized that 
they had entered a new era. For the 
Christian era was established early in 
522 A. D.. bv a Scythian monk, Dionysius. 
nicknamed Exiguus, because he was small 
of stature. Dionvsius the Small assumed 
that Christ was born on December 25th, 755 
vears after the sunposed foundation of 
Rome: so the 75ith anniversary of this 
more or less mythical event became the 
first year of our era. 

Later on it was found that the little 
monk had made a big mistake, and that, 
thanks to him, the Christian era had been 
started not at the birth of Christ, but 
four years and seven days later. This is 
why the Authorized Version of the Gos- 
pels places the birth of Christ in the year 
S ow Gi 


The German eatientist of 1699 mentions 
this in his pamphlet, but the error, though 
acknowledged, is suffered to remain. But 
such as it was, the era of Dionysius Exi- 
guus had no year 0. Its first year was 
counted as A. D. 1, its tenth as A. D. 10, 
and so on. And yet the world at large has 
made up its mind that it will enter the 


twentieth century in January, 1900. 


No one doubts that 100 includes its hun- 
dredth unit, but strang to say, according 
to the ideas of individuals as well as 
nations. the world entered a new century 
on exchanging 1799 for 180. Truly figures 


are almost as illusive as facts. 


The French astronomer is perfectly pos- 
itive that on December 31, 1900, exactly 
at m'‘dnight. our nineteenth century whil 
vanish into eternity, to give place to the 
next. Exactly at midnight; these words 
Suggest another puzzling problem: What 
country will be the first to enter the 
twentieth century”? if we reckon the 
hours moving eastward we find that when 
the clocks strike midnight in Paris it will 
be l a. m. in Vienna: 2 a. m. in Suez and 


Sevastopol; 3 a. m. in Teheran; i a. M. 
in Tobosk and Kokhara; 5 a. m, ‘n Co- 
lombo; 6 a. m. in Calcutta, . - 2, ae

Singapore; § a. m. in Shanghai and 5 oul; 
9 a. m. in Yeddo and will noon on Janu- 


ary 1, 1900, in the Chatham istands. 


On the other hand, if we make the 
same reckoning moving westward, we find 
that precisely at the same time it will be 
7 p.m. in New York; 6 p. m. in Chicago; 
4p. m, in San Francisco; 2 p. m. in Alas- 
ka: 1 p. m. in Honolulu; and, finally, ex- 
actly noon of December 31, 1900, in the 


Chatham islands. 


To remedy this discrepancy, Camille 
Flammarion suggests the world should 
agree to lay down a line of demarcation 
somewhere in the wastes of the Pacific 
ocean, east of Kamchatka and west of 
the Caroline islands. If this suggestion 
be accepted, the Americans in the Phil- 
ippines, the Russians in Kamchatka, the 
English in New Zealand, and the French 
in New Caledonia will all enter the twwen- 


tieth centurv at about the same time. 


Yet the savage inhabitantg of Chatham 
islands will be in advance of them all, as 
they will have lived through twelve 
hours and four minutes of the new cen- 
tury when Paris prepares to greet its ar- 


rival with raised glasses of champagne

Which the dying eyes of Washington saw a 
hundred years ago cor sisted of sixteen states, 
Kentucky, Tonnes: ee and Vermont. having been 
added to the original thirteen during his ser 
vice in the presidency ‘The population of the 
country at that time wa 5.000.000. as com 
pared with 75,000,000 at the present time 


The western boundary of the ountry was the 
Mississippi rive Its. southern boundary was 
the paralle! of 31 degr-es north latitude. the 
northery line of the eastern projection. of the 
present state of Louisiana The area of th: 
(United States at that time was about 827.000 
square miles, or much less than a quarter of 
its pro*nt dimensionse Practically all the 
population which the courtry had then was east 
of the Alleghenies between that range and 


the Mississippi there were then less than 400, 
000 inhabitants in the aggregate 

On every side except that of the Atlanti 
coast the United States was hemmed in by 
powerful and hostile nations when Washington 
was dying england was the United States’ 
neighbor on the north, as now, but the England 
of George III, with its rotten boroughs, venal 
parliaments, and its ele.torate. which « mmprised 
less than one out of fifty of the population of 
the kingdom, was a widely different nation in 
Spirit and purpose from the democratic and

border, then the Mississippi river, the country

the title to the Kreater part of that territory 
was to pass to Francs On the south Spain 
held Florida, with a strip of territory extending 
westward from the westerly end of the present 
State of that name to the Mississippi. Even the 
Mississippi, then nominalls open to the Amer- 

ans, though it had been closed by Spain pre 
viously, was closed again by the same nation 
two years after Washington's deat 

It would be difficult to conceiv a greater 
change in the dimensions, prospects and power 
of a country than has occurred in the hundred 
years which have passed since the death of its 
first president Not only was the country’s 
access to the Gulf of Mexico and to the im- 
mense empire beyond the Mississippi barred by 
hostile nations, but there was no prospect at 
that time that the country’s-area would ever 
extend much farther Jefferson, in his inau 
gural address, delivered nearly two years after 
Washington's death, congratulated the Ameri- 
Can people on ‘‘possessing a chosen country 
with room enough for our descendants to the 
thousandth and thousandth generation.’’ To 
the most daring imagination among the Amer 
ican statesmen of the day the future of the 
nation was hidden. Even two years later, when 
Spain again blocked the way of the Americans 
to passage down the Mississippi to the gulf, 
and when the people began to imperatively de- 
mand some enlargement of territory which 
would permit the country to freely utilize its 
Own resources and gain free access to the sea, 
all the territory that Jefferson asked to buy 
was New Orleans and West Florida, which 
would give the country control of the east bank 
of the Mississippi to its mouth But the exi- 
gencies of the time prompted Bonaparte to 
press the whole Louisiana region on Jefferson, 
the biggest real estate transaction in history 
was consummated, the national area was at 
once doubled, and all the accessions of territory 
from that day to the conquest of the Philippines 
and Porto Rico were made inevitable The 
expansion, moral as well as well as physical, of 
the United States in the century which has 
passed since December 14, 1899, is without 


parallel in the history of the world
